RADIO TUBES FORM 
TOPIC ^ADDRESS 

Mr. Bailey of Marconi Wire- 
less Co. Addresses Members 

RADIO ASSOCIATION 

Explains Working of Radio 
Tubes in Technical 
Manner 



The principles on which radio lubes 
work as well as their ability to act as 
anipllflcrs and detectors, were fully 
outlined' by Mr. Bailey in an address 
to the McCill itadio Association yes 
terday evening. .Mr. Bailey is on the 
staff of the .Marconi Wireless Com 
pany. 

In starting his talk. .Mr. Bailey e:t 
plained that when a har of metal was 
heated electrons began to be thrown 
off and then attracted back, until there 
was an atmosphere of electrons all 
around the bar. .Since electrons were 
units of negative electricity thoy will 
be attracted to a plate of metal charg- 
ed positively in relation to the bar 
and a current will flow. Make a,fUI«- 
';'.l?^SjrM'o nnd place It In a tube 
exhausted of nir together with the 
plate, and you had an eleniiutary two- 
electrode tube. , Inserted In an aerial 
circuit this would rectify the Incoming 
osclll.atlons so that they could be heard 
III telophoneis. The speaker now ex 
plained how' the Introiluctlon of a grid 
between tho flllument and the plate 
accentuated the movement of the eleo 
Irons, and so vastly increased the use 
fulness of the tube. The more positive 
the grid became the more current 
would flow until all the electrons 
emitted would be forced over to the 
plate. 

Turning to the use of tubes In ra 
dio, .Mr. Bailey said that thermloulc 
valves were used tor three purposes 
Detection, Amplification, and Genera 
tion. In the first use, a small battery 
could be Inserted in tho grid circuit 
to keep ,t negative charge upon the 
grid, and this worked fairly well. But 
the best mcatis was by u grid block- 
ing condeiiiior. Ho went on to explain 
this and the use of tho grid-leak which 
enabled the negative charge on ihfe grid 
to leak away after each wave, and so 
be ready for the next wave. 

"The fact that a small voltage on 
the grid will - reproduce Itself to a 
greater extent on the plate is the prin- 
ciple used when the valve la func- 
tlnnlnt' as an amplifier," declared the

Consul-General of Chile Descriiies 
É Country 

COMMERCIAL SOCIETY 

Industrial and Geographical 
Aspects are Discussed in 
Detail 



"Chile, of all the Lditln -American 
>>tatpK, has the greatest constitutional 
Ul>crty and ncjoys complete rcli-gluus 
tolerance," said Mr. Francisco de 
Uinta, In hLa address to the Commer- 
cial Society last night a.t tiho Un.-on. 
Tho Chllei;in Consul stresaod. during 
tho cour*» of lil.s talk the s»oun<lne8s 
of tho fitiances of his country and 
also discussed lis chief Industry, thi> 
of nitrate mining. 

"Santiago the capital of Chllo" said 
.Mr. do Uma "Is tho centre of the 
i-allrood sjHtem of tho country. This 
Ide'iy rlty i.s laid out vciy accurifely 
and lia« many be.-iutlful parkti, tho 
nicest of which l.s tliu', on thi: Sinla 
Lucia Hill overlooking the city. Hotel 
accomoilatlon In Santiago la of the 
finest. The capital of Chile also has 
the finest tirt gallery In the whole of 
South America." 

Valpralso, the speaker pointed out 
"Is tho chief port of Chile and Is tlio 
most important commercial city of 
western South America. It Is oon 
nected by a most modern electric rail 
way to Santiago, one hundred and 
fifty miles away. Much money h.ns 
been sent by the Chilean Uovernnient 
In Improving tills harbour In order to 
furnish gre.-iter protection for navlg 
ation." 

Mr. do 1-inia th«n dweflt for some 
time on tho backbone of tho country's 
commerce, the nitrate Industry, It 
has been calculated by .scientists that 
Chile's supply of sodium nlirato, 
substance of paramount importance 
as a fertilizer, is large enought to fill 
tho needs of the world for the next 
seven hundred years. This nitrate Is 
obtained from a litres desert area In 
tho north of Chile and l« found at tho 
surface of the &arth. In the mining of 
thtfl product .about fifty thou.sand 
men ore employed . Copjier Is another 
of tho country's mineral products and 
Chile ranks second In tlie production 
of tho world's copper. 

In discussing the financial condit 
ion of his country, Mr. dc Lima point- 
ed out that Chile has never once de 
faulted In meeting its obligations tiat

DIOCESAN COLLEGE 
STARTS CAMPAIGN 



Money 



Needed to Increase 
Endowment 



For the first time In its long his- 
tory of over fifty years, the Mont- 
real Diocesan Theological College 
Svould be embarking on a general 
campaign for funds, said the Rev. 
Or. Rexford, principal of the college, 
on Monday, when presenting the. rea- 
sons for increasing the present en- 
dowment before clergy of the diocese. 
It had been hoped to accomplish this 
on arriving at the fiftieth anniversary, 
he sold, but' It had not been possible. 

Under the presidency of tiie Bishop 
of ihe diocese a large number of An- 
glican clergy, mainly from Montreal 
and surrounding district, met at the 
Synod Hall and discussed, among 
other matters, the ))roposed increase 
of the endowment of the college. Two 
hundred thousand dollars was set 
as the objective, which already the 
governors of the college had agreed 
was required, and Dr. Ilcxford was 
able to announce that eighty thou- 
sand of this had been already sub- 
scribed by friends of the college be- 
fore any definite plans for a general 
campaign had been worke<l out. One 
hundred thousand of this, he thought, 
would have to be looked after by the 
orgfinlztitlon which would bo brought 
Into being later In the day. 

Complete endorsement of the gen- 
oral flcheino to Increase tho endow- 
ment was given by the meeting In a 
resolution moved by Canon It. Y. 
Overing to the effect that the clergy 
present approved of the campaign 
and would lend their hearty , support 
to the organization which would un- 
dertake tn raise Ihe necessery fund. 

Ulxplannlloii <if the special need 
of tho college owing to damage to 
the building duo. to the erection uf 
the Mun'treiil High School nearby was 
made by Dr. Rcxtord, and the im- 
portance of setting the college "funds 
im a proper buslnoss basis was laid 
before the meeting. 

The speelal oliilms which the ooi- 
Icgu had upon the <llocesc of Montreal 
wort! placed before those present l>y 
Principal 13. I. Rexford, who poltited 
out that, unlike practically all other 
theological colleges, It hiul receleveil 
nothing from the Forward .Movement 
fund , a few years ago, and in addi- 
tion was not tho recipient of a shai-o 
of the annual budget of the, diocese.

To correct this a bias was 
needed. .Special lubes were construct- 
ed with long .straight portions on their 
curves for use as amplifiers, but 
these needed greater grid bias. 

Turning to the various tubes on the 
inarkol, Mr. Bailey stated that tho 
short life of the ISO tube coimterbal- 
anced its low current consunipti<in. 
Tho I'OIA ha.i a larger fillamcnl and 
will thcretpre'stand morn. But It was 
of little use in second .stage amplifi- 
cation, where a 171 shmild be used. 
Tho 210 was a bigger tube still, and 
better in Its .amplifying properties, but 
It took a very high plate voltage.

They took over llio 
public ser%ice8 and muj-ched on Rome 
where Mussolini look Into his control 
the admin isirat'ion and sUirtod his 
ceiisorsliip of the press. There was, 
soirn? o|)prtKsi')ii and bloodshed, but 
Ilaly wiiH lu ;i liad way altogether. He 
crushed opiMj.siiion .and ' brought '>ark 
Uio lira to iif normal value, remodel 
ed cduciition and instituted the ayndl 
i.-allst system in industry. Strikes 
were prohibited and railways improv- 
ed Kver>'wli(-r(; tlii' fascists w:il sup- 
port his will l<y any means ai their 
disposal . 

In foreign policy he displayed In- 
tense . natlonulisui and demanded 
colonics huviiig u> curb these ambit- 
ions he. BtU talked loudly in t-his Itne. 
and to this w.-is due the Corfu incident 
In this line he concluded several very 
advantageous coiiwiiercial treaties He 
is an interosiing character, concluded 
Moore and his personality commands 
attention. Though his aneans are de- 
plorable, Ills cnd.s are good. As to his 
work only the future can decide. 

A. W. Boos in introducing his 
paper on Mussolini's future charac- 
terised him as a nuui wlio had swum 
-:. the channel of adversity to the shores 
of success. In every paper ilie eald, we 
find atrlcles on Italy: where is all th's 
golnig to lead? The gerat War vitally 
afected Italy economically, and the 
workers were ready to accept any 
doctrine which held out a better pro- 
spect.- Tlie whole economic slructuro 
is tottering now, and tho workers liave 
. been ' slaving long enough to supply 
: the capitalists with luxury. The peo- 
■i-.LK- In Italy wanted a dictator to 
. Whom they could delegate their pow- 
er. Bclfihevism

country now entered an new era, an 
era oif pragmatism. Mussolini wanted 
not talk or theory, but action. He is 
the brain and the guiding hand: he 
has personal charm, love of his coun- 
try, courage and organizing power, — 
not inaptly has he been compared with 
Napoleon. He distrusts the old elec- 
toral system, but Is a whole-hearted 
nationalist. He says "bollevo in your 
country: I have succcded In making 
other countries respect you." His pas- 
sion has stirred his people's latin 
blood, and their imagination has been 
stirred by his references to the days 
when Rome was the mistress of tho 
world. 

But the i;ffioi<;ncy of his sysiom l an 
only be tested by his dealli; what will 
happen then? The Hohenzollerns 
ruled by the same methods, and we 
have tho lesson' of their disaster. Mus 
.sollni has beooine Involved In foreign 
affairs: he répudiâtes llie World Court, 
and boasts his military strengtli — 
this is precisely wh;it the German did 
before the war, Where will all this 
lead him? . italy^is^industrially pre- 
pared. Her proliéprîty''''ifi'" great, imd 
arseiiaia liave been eel us lo copu with 
any outbreak. The army, navy and 
air force arc In good condition, and 
are being strengthened, Bismark never 
used more srandolse language than he 
does. 

Must Europe always have "a .sabre- 
rattle? Ho embodies nutlcinalisin, but 
if he takes a great step, he would ruin 
himself and Italy, for World interests 
arc too great. Ue has united Italy and 
has become increasingly autocratic; 
but he bos gone fur as he can go, and 
now he must stop and consolidate. His 
authority rests with the jieople and if 
he goes contrary to their wishes lie 
is lost.' Fascism will go on provided 
he does not turn the gauntlet of Inter- 
national feeling. 

After refreshments had been served, 
Mr. W. S. Johnson, an old member of 
the club, addressed a few words lo 
the men^bers and then the meeting 
adjourned.
